Department of State records under the Freedom of Information Act (“”FOIA”) 
5U.S.C. § 552. 

The review of 25 documents responsive to your request has been completed and 
we have determined that 1 may be released in full and 24 may be released with 
excisions. All released material is enclosed. 

An enclosure explains Freedom of Information Act exemptions and other 
grounds for withholding material. Where we have made excisions, the 
applicable exemptions are marked on each document. In some cases, two or 
more exemptions may apply to the same document. All non-exempt material 
that is reasonably segregable from the exempt material has been released.

I applaud the initiative to document the civilian uplift in Afghanistan, and share Dawn's expectation 
that it is important for historical purposes, with the hope of avoiding the 'need' to continually re¬ 
learn the same lessons. With the partnership with NDU's Center for Complex Operations, this 
document will undoubtedly garner significant traction within both the civilian and military 
communities. 


With that in mind, I took a close look at the draft document. I served as the State Department's PRT 
(and Local Governance) Office Director from July of 2008 to August 2009, and was integrally 
involved in the earlier steps of the civilian uplift not covered in this paper.
